WHO OAIHB BT THE TREATY , 07 VHr 

Tho now treaty takes its name oa above 
from the place . whore the Emperors of 
France and Austria mot, and, amongBttho 
many memorablo trcatioB of which Eu 
ro|)can history boasts, this will long Im re 
^{n^^d 08 bne of ,t|i$ mi^flipieinorabla — 
memorable for emtUl results irom groat 
sacrifices, for a^uBeloss waste of Ufe.and 
treasure^.tS'. atteia .ad end' tHat^omd^ave 
been reached without loss. Tho solo chan- 
ges affected by this campaign, in which 
Franco has eacrificcd a year's rcvcnuo of 
tho State and 50,000 lives, are theso: 
that Austria cedes Lombardy to Franco, 
wliQ liands it over to Sardinia ; that Francis 
Joseph retnins tho celebrated "equilateral 
of fortresses," as also Venice; and the 
dukes are forced back again upon the 
umaller States, Modena and Parma. You 
thus see that there has been very "much 
ft^o, about notiiing." Tliero is to bo, it is 
true, a nominal confederation of tlio Ital- 
ian Stiitcs, witli the Pope un l!iMi..r.>.ry liciid. 
lJut witli til* ovcrwiielmning inlluouco left 
in tlio li.inds of ylustria. tliis c<jnfedcration 
is a perfect mockery. Francis Joseph re- 
tains the key of Italy. Tho Pope with his 
infamous misrule, is not merely confirinod 
in his bad eminence, but he is exalted, uml 
with the aid of the Conconlat acceded to by 
Austria, the baneful intlueiicc of the Jon- 
uits will to a certainty bo further oxtciidcd 
in Italy. Tho claims of Sicily liave been 
disregarded. No guarantee that Naples 
will govern more in nccordace with tho re- 
quirements of a civilized age. Victor Eman- 
UoJl.wa8,i(oti even consulted on the terms of 
tho treaty, and received what may bo called 
marked disrespect, for lie has to accept tlie 
province he so Lirgely aided to win as ii 
flift from his wily nssistant, whilst lie is 
reminded, in the nroclaniiition isstiod by 
Napoleon to the I'reiicli army, that "he 
wilkowo to them his indepenileneo," lio- 
sidfiSj^pf whttt great vahio will Lombardy 
b'o'trt Vi'otor Emanuel under this condition 
of (ifFairs? Austria completely commands 
it bv hor vcteiition of the fortroHsos along 
theVino of the Miiicio. If tbo Sai'dinian 
Alonarch has any tlioiigbta of rendering 
Jiis ac(|uisition secure lie must oonstnict an 
"equili^toral" on the Loiubard side of the 
river J and, to ellect this, hoary burdens 
must bo imposed upon his already over- 
taxed and impovorislind subjonts — burdens 
that will press cviui iiioro unduly upon the 
unfortunate Lombards. He must knc)) 
afoot an army out of all proportion to tho 
resources of a kingdom like Piedinont-. It 
is noti qvon, COftjiij^ that Uft wid be ul lowed 



to restore to his subjoets the modicum ol 
constitutional government they enjoyed 
previous to the outbreak of the war. Truly 
Victor l']iuanuel has been gifted with a 
"w hite elephant." Truly, too, Austria, iias 
profitted most by tho storm.. And again, 
truly, Louis Napoleon is the most inscruta- 
ble uf despots — ancient or modern. France 
gains not Mi^ inoh of terWfory— nofchiing, in 
nict, savo'fe i7?oif<!j for which sHo has sac- 
rificed liberty, Sixjinl advancement and ma- 
terial prosperity.
